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Charges considered against 
Camp Grayling ammo thieves 

Authorities are considering what charges to level against the 
Suspected thieves who made off with weapons and explosives from 
the National Guard camp in Grayting July 29. 

The FBI says it knows who broke into the camp’s ammunition 
dump, but are awaiting word from the U.S, district attorney's of- 
fice before seeking warrants. 

State police, acting on a tip, Tuesday recovered the last batch 
of plastic explosives, TNT, anti-tank and mortar rounds buried 
near U.S. 131 near here. 

On Monday night, police found boxes of explosion simulators, 
used in practice war maneuvers, TNT and plastic explosives hid- 
den in some weeds in rural Kent County. Earlier, some of the stolen 
weapons were found within the Guard camp at Grayling. 

The FBI gave no other details on the suspects, but said they had 
confirmed the theft was not carried out by any terrorist group. 


Guardsman charged in stabbing 


A National Guardsman from Lansing was arraigned before 
District Judge Francis L. Walsh last Tuesday on a charge stem- 
ming from the alleged stabbing for another guardsman at Camp 
Grayling Friday. 

Lawrence J. Wade, 21, demanded preliminary examination on 
a charge of assault with the intent to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, He is lodged in the county jail in lieu of $5,000, pending 
exam on Tuesday. 

Daniel J. Grindel, 18, of Three Rivers, remains in fair condition 
in Munson Medical Center, Traverse City, suffering from a knife 
wound. Crawford County Sheriff Joe White said the alleged stab- 
bing occurred during a argument. 


High Number of B&E’s Plague County 


Along with last week’s high temperatures, Sheriff Joe White 
also reported an unusually high number of B & F:’s in the county. In 
the week’s activity his office investigated 18 B & E’s. In other 
major activity the Department was also called out to investigate 20 
Disturbances, most of which were loud parties. 

White’s officers had one of their busiest weekends of the sum- 
mer, with over 81 calls being logged. Among the activities which 
kept deputies on the road were: 8 malicious destructions, 10 am- 
bulance runs, 5 larcenies, 6 property damage accidents, 5 marine 
complaints, 1 personal injury accident, 4 D.U.I.L.’s, 1 assault ona 
police officer, 3 trespassers, and 1 fire. 

Sheriff White has also asked county residents to be more cori- 
siderate of the handicapped and the special areas marked off for 
their use at the county building. Officers will ticket any vehicles 
parked in the handicapped parking areas which do not belong.

Few things are certain at this point in 
this exceedingly political year, but one 
fact which borders on certainty is that the 
rules for selection of delegates and 
nomination of presidential candidates 
will be inspected closely, and-~in all likeli- 
hood-—will be changed once again before 
another presidential year rolls around. 

If the subject weren’t so serious, it 
would be laughable—with reference here 
to the Democrats’ dilemma over the 
“faithful delegate’ versus the “‘open con- 
vention” rules. 

You don’t need too long a memory to 


~~ recall how the ‘‘faithful delegate” rules 


came into effect for the Democrats. It 
was part of the populist sweep of political 
rules, pushed by such as Sen. George 
McGovern and the late Hubert Hum- 
phrey, who wanted to make the political 
process pure and accountable directly to 
the people. 

The irony of 1980, of course, is that the 
reformers of the past became skewered by 
their own principles; it has been 
downright laughable to see the reformers 
and so-called “‘libecals’”’ of the Democratic 
party scurrying to scuttle what they had 
so carefully crafted a few short years 
earlier. 


Detroit News Columnist Jerry terHor- 


. st, an old Washington hand, wrote of the 


current situation shortly before the con- 


" vention got underway: 


“We ought not mistake disorder for dis- 
organization. Today’s Democratic Party, 
if anything, is over-organized. 

“In the name of reform and political 


- purity, Democrats have so pasteurized 


the party’s structue with rules and 


regulations, quotas and formulas, that 
the delegates are afraid to scrtach where

‘ watching, and complain to Common 
Cause or the League of Women Voters.” 


What happened, of course, is that Jim- 
my Carter—first as a candidate in 1976 
and again as an incumbent and dandiate 
in 1980—embraced the reformers’ rules, 
mastered them,,and.used.them to his own 
benefit which; as cruel political fate would 
have it, turned out to be against the tide 
of the purists and reformers as of today. 
In my _ book, Mr. Carter’s _ pre- 
convention stance was proper and

inevitable: The delegates, selected by a 
‘certain set of rules, should operate by 
those rules. If the rules need 
changing—and, again in my _ personal 
view, they do—then they should be 
changed, but not in the middle of the 
process. 

As a matter of fact, we out in the hin- 
terlands simply must wonder if the wide- 
spread trauma over an “‘open conven- 
tion’’ really was as widespread as we were 
led to believe. 

Isn’t it just possible that as the Demo- 
cratic convention approached with all the 
suspense and drama of a bagel baking 
contest, something...almost 
anything...was needed to drum up some 
excitement? 

Isn’t it just possible that the ‘‘open 
convention” controversy could be on the 
level of the Ford vice presidential “‘boom”’ 
at the Republican convention, meaning it 
really was a germ of fact that was blown 
into an epidemic of hoopla by self-serving 
politicians and media folk with little else 
of genuine interest to exploit? 

In any event, we’re almost off and run- 
ning now, with the White House and the 
leadership of the free world at stake. It's 
no laughling matter. 

Polls taken just before the Democratic 
convention and at the time the Billy Car- 
ter controversy was at its peak showed 
the President at just about the lowest 
point of public endorsement since polling 
was begun. 

At least one pollster talked openly of 
1980 being similar to 1952 and 1982. In 
1952, Republican President Eisenhower 
swept the country and carried into office 
a host of GOP candidates, including 
enough to organize a Republican 
Congress. In 1932, Democratic President 
Roosevelt swept the nation, including 
Congress, and inaugurated political and 
social upheaval which still influences our 
nation. 

Whether the Reagan attraction (or the 
Carter disaffection} will reach that deeply 
is problematical. Certainly Carter’s for- 
tunes will rise in the public esteem in the 
wake of the Democratic convention; 
that’s the way it always works. 

But 1980 has been a strange year so far, 
and it could be stranger still. Don’t bet 
against the unusual.

NOTICE OF PROCEEDINGS TO CONSIDER INFORMATION TO CONSUMERS 
AND ADVERTISING STANDARDS FOR NATURAL GAS SERVICE SET FORTH 
IN TITLE IIT OF THE PUBLIC UTILITY REGULATORY POLICIES ACT 


On October 14, 1978, Congress enacted the 
Public Utility Regulatory Policies Act (PURPA), 
Title IL of which, among other things, sets forth 
various standards for utilities including the 
Information to Consumers Standard and 
Advertising Standard. 

In response to PURPA, the Michigan Public 
Service Commission (Commission) tssued an 
order on May 2, 1980 in Case No. U-6490 
which order, among other things, initiates pro- 
ceedings to consider the Information to Con- 
sumer Standard and Advertising Standard, and 
to make a determination whether or not to 
adopt these standards. 

Concerning the Information to Consumers 
Standard, though established in PURPA for 
electric utilities, the Commission has decided 
to consider the standard with regard to gas 
utilities as well. Section. 113 of PURPA pro- 
vides that each utility shall transmit to each 
of its consumers information regarding rate 
schedules not later than sixty days after the 
commencement of service or thirty days after 
application for a rate change. 

This standard also provides that each utility 
shall, on request of a consumer, provide such 
customer with a statement of energy consump- 
tion, unless not reasonably ascertainable, 

Finally, as part of its consideration of the 
Information to Consumer Standard, the Com- 
mission has directed all PURPA-covered utilities 
to address the following issues: 

1. Describe all categories of information cur- 
rently provided to ratepayers relating (o 
the customer information standard, the 
level of use, and associated costs. 

2, How ratepayers currently identify the 
proper procedure to calculate or verify in- 
dividual bills. How are customers currently 
provided assistance in uriderstanding the 
procedure and in calculating bills? 

3, What changes, if any, in the current utility 
practices are necessary (o achieve compli: 
ance with the requirements of this PURPA 
standard? 

4. Identify any benefits ratepayers would 
receive from the adoption of this PURPA 
standard. 

5. Describe types of information and delivery 
mechanisms which would be more useful 
or cost effective in mecting the informe: 
tion needs of utility customers. 

Asto the Advertising Standard, Section 303 
of PURPA provides that no gas utthty may 
recover from any person other than a share- 
holder any direct or indirect expenditure for 
promotional or political advertising as defined 
in Section 304(b) of PURPA. 

Section 304(b) states: 

“(1) For purposes of this section and section 
303 -- 

“(A) The term ‘advertising’ means the 
conmercial use, by a gas utility, of any 
media, including newspaper, printed matter, 
radio, and television, in order to transmit 
a message to a substantial number of 
members of the public or to sueh utility's 
gas consumers. 


“(B) The term ‘political advertising’ means 
any adveruising for the purpose of intlu- 
ending public opinion with respect to leg- 
islative, administrative, or electoral matters, 
or with respect fo any controversial issue 
of public nportance. 
“(C) The term ‘promotional advertising’ 
means any advertising for the purpose of 
encouraging any person to select or use 
the service or additional service of a gas 
utility or the selection or installation of 
any appliance or equipment designed to 
use such utility's service! 

“(2) For purpose of this subsection and see- 
tion 303, the terms ‘political advertising’ and 
‘promotional advertising’ do not include — 

“(A) advertising which informs natural gas 

consumers how they can conserve natural 

vas energy or can reduce peak demand for 
natural gas energy, 

“(By advertising required by law or regula: 

tion, including adverUsing required under 

part 1 of title Tl of the National Energy 

Conservation Policy Act, 

“(CO advertising regarding service inter: 

ruphions, safely measures, or emergency 

conditions, 

"(D) advertising concerning employment 

opportunities with such utility, 

“E) advertising which promotes the use 

of energy efficient appliances, equipment 

or service, OF 

“G9 any explanation or justification of 

existing or proposed rate schedules, or 

notifications of hearings thereon!
